THE COTTON RINS SMASHED. 


Oct. 
1.—A large number of 


operators and others interested in the 
cotton market gathered in the Cotton 
Exchange at a much earlier hour than 
usual yesterday morning, expecting the 
greatest crisis of late years, owing to the 
corner in September options engineered 
by Mr. Steenstrand. The market for that 
option opened quietly at a decline of one 
point. Prices immediately dropped two 
points moro and then steadied. The 
month went out at G 22-2 kl, thirty points 
under the highest price for that month. 
Mr. Steenstrand holds from 70,000 to 
100,0000 bales of American cotton, the 
price of which to-day will be Kd below 
tke price obtained on Saturday. It la the 
general opinion that the cotton ring Is 
utterly smashed. 


THE MARATIME CONFERENCE. 


LONDON, Oct. 1.—A largely attended 


public meeting was held at Cambridge 
last evening to wish God-speed to Com- 
missioner Hall, the chief delegate to the 
Maratime conference to be held in 
Washington. In a speech Mr. Hall said 
that he trusted that the oonferenoe would 
result lathe working of muon-veeded re- 
forms In the International la->. The fact 
that England, the mistress of the seas, 
attended a conference abroad for the 
first time, showed her anxiety to further 
those reforms.

NATALIE'S TRIUMPH. 


LONDON, Oct. 1.—The enthusiastic wel- 
:ome given to Ex-Queen Natalie by the 
populace of Belgrade astonished, It it 
lid not dismay, the government officials, 
who sought to accentuate their displeas- 
ure at the persistence ot tho royal lady 
n disregarding their wishes respecting 
lor visit to her son. The extent of the 
lemonstration was so great as to render 
ho lack of courtesy on the part of the 
'fflcials ot the government unnoticaftble 
and to move the ex-Queen to tears. The 
icueas along the principal streets, as well 
cut the residences of the nobility and in- 
labitauts of the better class, were pro- 
'usely and beautifully decorated, and in 
ill respects the reception surpassed any 
hing of the kind that has ever been seen 
,t the Servian capital. 
The most notable exception to the rala 


of decoration of private residences waa 
that of Madame Christich, wife of the 
ate Servian Minister to Germany, and 
mistress of Ex-King Milan. This omis- 
ilon can be regarded by Natalie in no 
other light than as complimentary, since 
t is a matter of Servian court notoriety 
hat the ox-Queen took occasion to so 
publicly evince her detestation of Ma- 
lamo Christtch and her appreciation of 
:ho King's lack of decency in bringing 
lis mistress into the presence of his 
wife that both were overwhelmed with 
confusion. 


It is stated in official circles in Bel« 


jrade that the young King, Alexander, 
las become excessively jealous of hu 
mother's popularity, but the courtesy 
ehbwn to her by the Russian Minister and 
others not over-friendly to the present 
governing power of Servia, will prob- 
ably deter the boy's advisers from coun- 
seling him to resent the demonstration 
or to treat his mother with any marked 
ack of filial attention.

that King Alexander baa refused to call 
jpon his mother, Ex-Queen Natalie, until 
10 receives permission to do so from his 
father, Ex-King Milan.

THE DOCK-LABOIiEttS' STRIKE. 


The attempt of tlie Socialists to run th« 


strike of the Rotterdam dock-laborers 
las failed utterly, and the strike itself is 
likely to take a similar turn, partly ow- 
jig to their interference. The distur bed 
portion of the town is so thoroughly 
juarded by troops and effectually covered 
by the guns of war vessels moored in the 
river, from which armed forces can bo 
landed at a moment's notice, as to pre- 
clude any idea of success on the part of 
the strikers by violent means, and the 
ranks of the men wbo have taken the 
strikers' places are filling up rapidly. 
John Burns sent £22."> from London for 
the relief of the strikers, but aside from 
this the contributions to the strike fund 
Imve been surprisingly small.

Yeeterday afternoon shortly after three 


o'clock, at the Chicago Cheap Tin Store, 
south aide Central Park, George F. Kee- 
eler adopted a horrible method to kill 
himself, and the doctors say he cannot 
recover. He deliberately went into the 
cellar of the store, picked up a sharp 
hatchet and commenced hacking at his 
head, producing six ugly outa, the last 
blow laying his head wide open from the 
upper edge of the forehead, backward 
four inches, the hatchet cutting through 
the skull to the brain, The wound was 
wide enough to admit the insertion of the 
tip of a finger. Kessler was alone when 
he committed the dreadful deed. Al. 
Marshall was at the rear of the cellar at 
the time, and a moment later L. F. But- 
ler, a partner in the business, came down 
to look after a hanging lamp. He heard 
Kessler's groans, and both Butler and 
Marshall went to the front to see Kes- 
sler bleeding and supposedly in a dying 
state, as the ghastly gashes OH the head 
were frightful in the lamplight. Mar- 
shall hurried away for Dr. Harsha, wliile 
Butler pressed the wound together with 
his hands to lessen the flow of blood and 
the oozing of the brains through the 
opening. Dr. Harsha had Kessler moved 
to the rear room up-staire, and when Dr. 
Catto arrived both physicians proceeded 
to dress the wounds. liessler was then 
carried to a carriage in front and con- 
veyed to St. Mary's Hospital where he 
received further attention. He was alive 
at 8 o'clock this morning, but his left 
side is paralyzed. He is conscious and 
refuses to talk about the attempt made 
to kill himself or the cause thereof. The 
physicians do not believe that he will 
recover. His death is only a question of 
a few hours or days. 


When Butler found his partner in the 


cellar, he said to him: "My God, George, 
what have you done?" Keasler's reply 
was "By G—d, I done it. Too much pres- 
sure—too much mental power—the end 
is near." This was conclusive proof that 
Kessler had deliberately attempted to 
commit suicide. 


It appears that Kessler was consider- 


ably warned about business affairs, and 
had said und done strange things during 
the day. He had two stores—the other 
on Prairie street—and he had bought 
more goods in St. Louis than the rooms 
would hold. It appears also that he had 
been intimate with a woman named Mrs.

A story comes from Japan of the re- 


covery of a picture painted over a thou- 
sand years ago (in 839 A. D.) by Kanao- 
ka, the father of Japanese pictorial art. 
It represents a ligure about two feet 
high, every detail being finished with 
the elaborate care lavished by the old 
Japanese masters on their 
choicest 


works. According to a description in 
The Japan Mail the only parts of the 
body exposed were the face, arms and 
feet, but the lines and colorings of these 
portions plainly showed the hand of a 
great expert. 
"The flesh was firm, the 


contours were delicate, and the coloring, 
though centuries had passed since the 
time of its application, remained mellow 
if not fresh. But it was in the treatment 
of the drapery that the artist had put 
forth his greatest strength. 
The folds 


bung with indescribable softness and 
fidelity to nature, and the splendid bro- 
cades of the piiestly vestments were de- 
picted »o inimitably that on.; felt inclined 
to caress the soft rich ttufl." 


The picture in the course of ages passed 


into the hands of the famous, aitist Kano 
Motonobu, and on his death in 1&.")9 it 
was among the treasures lie left behind, 
w ith a certificate from him that it was 
tho work of the great Kanaoka.

happened1 to it after Motonobu's death is 
not known, btrt qiuto recently it w of 
found in a pawn hhop in Tokio

purchased by a dealer and was oifc-rcd 
for sale, abroad, but elToits which were 
made to prevent this remarkable work 
from going out of the country were suc- 
cessful, and it was purchased by a 
wealthy Japanese merchant, w ho intends 
presenting it to the National museum. 
It has been said by experts that tho gen- 
uine works of Kanaoka now extant may 
be counted on the lingers of one hand, 
and that the whereabouts of each is well 
known. 
Dr. Anderson, in hia recent 


work on Japanese pictorial arts, says of 
Kanaoka, that "as a student of tho vv orlcs 
of tho great Chinese masters of tho Tang 
dynasty lie most probably adopted their 
teaching, with unimportant 
ruodiliea- 


tions suggested by Corean example, and 
must hence be regarded as tho apostle of 
an ancient and foreign art i.ither than 
the originator of a native school."—New 
York Times.
